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Police Department Shake-Up 
Safety Director Says 


Sweeping 
changes 
will 
be 
forthcoming in the city's police 
department. E. W. Mallerv. new 
Salem city safety director in­ 
formed approximately 65 busi­ 
nessmen and civic leaders at 
the Salem Area Chamber 
of 
Commerce's December luncheon 
meeting Monday at the Lape 
Hotel. 
While Mallery s a i d some 
changes are imminent in the 
fire department also, it appears 
he feels his biggest job will in­ 
volve the police force. 
The first thing the former of- 
ficer-in-charg^ of the L i s b o n 
barracks of the state highway 


patrol plans to change is the 
rules and regulations governing 
both departments. 
“The rules and regulations 
governing the departments now, 
were adopted in 1912.” said Mal­ 
lery. who took office officially 
Monday as safety director. He 
succeeds Dr. R. J. McConnor. 
Citing two of the rules, he said 
the primary concern in the fire 
department at the time the rul­ 
es were drawn up 51 years ago 
was the care of the horses. 
“One rule prohibits the rac­ 
ing of fire department horses 
on city streets and another says 


that one hour out of every 24, 
a policeman must read the Con­ 
stitution of the United States. 
“I intend to set up rules and 
regulations that give the chiefs 
some control over their men,” 
he said. “According to the rules 
now the men can do pretty well 
what they want — and I und­ 
erstand they j u s t about do 
that.” 
The safety director said he 
intends to base‘the new regula­ 
tions along the line of the state 
highway 
patrol’s. 
“We 
have 
pretty strict rules in the pat­ 
rol,” said Mallery who served 


24 years with the Ohio Patrol. 
Asked about the hours and 
wage rates of city police, 
he 
said that a patrolman starts at 
a salary of $385 per month with 
the chief earning $460. 
Police 
work eight hours a day, six 
days a week. 
Mallery said that contrary to 
complaints by police and fire 
officials, Salem does not under 
pay their fire and police in com­ 
parison to other communities. 
He said East Liverpool’s chief 
makes only $420 “ so you can 
imagine 
what 
a 
patrolman 
starts out at.” 


Mallery said there are nine 
patrolmen and a chief on the 
payroll here and that he will 
have the work schedule 
re­ 
arranged to provide maximum 
efficiency. 
The patrol veteran pulled no 
punches as he informed those 
present that he has been told 
that there are four men on duty 
at night on some occasions. 
“Driving around town at night 
you couldn’t tell there were four 
men on duty.” he said, “un­ 
less there were some sleeping, 
which I understand they do.” 
Citing the fact that practical­ 


ly all the fire and policemen 
hold two jobs and some even 
have three, Mallery indicated 
that this, in almost all cases, 
will be halted. 
“When I told the chiefs about 
this, the first thing they said 
is that the men will quit,” he 
said. "Maybe some will—maybe 
all of them will, but I don’t 
think so. They knew what the 
job paid when they took it and 
they knew what the hours are. 
“You don't go into police or 
fire work because of the wages, 
you go into it because of the 
security,” he added. 


In conclusion, Mallery 
told 
the Chamber members: 
“I’m 
going to need help to get this 
thing 
straightened 
out. 
B u t 
when it is straightened out, we 
will have a police department 
that the entire community can 
be proud of.”

Leav e aside the ex act form

letter becau se nobody is liv ing 
u p to it. whether he “ su spends”

Monnct. or Federalist Eu ropean, 
concept. 
De Gau lle, in other words has 
none of the ideolog ical, philoso- 
to the Treaty of Rome which 
its autho rs cherish. 


When he cam e to power in 
1958. he took a cold look and

TODAY, FR VNCE has g ained 
all it can on the indu strial side 
ou t of the Common Market, and 
De Gau lle’s only fu rther inter­ 
est is the g ains he can achiev e 
for his farm ers.
